No Hope To Divert 
Sunshine Trail 


That it will ho impossible to al¬ 
ter tile plans of the provincial 
eminent and have the Sunsliine 
Trail diverted! at Graddt^ck to pnss 
through Hayinond was (•aplainod 
by Lawrence Peterson and Oco. 
Stringham, M. L. A's., at a meet¬ 
ing held IknI Friday in the town 
hall before a number of local bus- 
iiiesR men and farmers. 

However, Mr. Peterson assertod 
that tbs government would be 
willing to help the municipality in 
grading and gravelling this road. 
He took the municipality and the 
town authorities to task for not 
spending more money themselves 
on distirct and town roads. He 
intimated that the municipality 
had adopted an unwise policy by 
investing surplus moneys in bonds 
and loans, in lowering the ndll 
rate with a total exemption for 
one year, and by not spending 
more money on roads. Most of 
Mr. Peterson’s lengthy speech 
dealt, in a somewhat sarcastic I 
matinsr, with municipal affairs 
and comparisons, with consider¬ 
able advice thrown in gratia Tlie 
main topic was briefly dismissed 
with the statement that it w'as 
the policy of the government to 
have main roads run in as straight 
a line as possible. The Craddock— 
Welling road, he said would come 
In the district roads class. But 
exactly to what extent the govern¬ 
ment would aid the muuicipality 
ill huildirg such a road neither he 
nor Mr. Btringbam were able to 
answer. 

Welling represantatives gave 
voioti to some oritioUm of the 
goverument policy in giving road 
grants only to newly opened roads. 
These men felt that they should 
be privileged to earn the road 
grant by working on roads already 
in uso. Mr. Peteraoii did not seem 
conversant with the government’s 
policy ill this regard. 

Mr Stringliam spoke only brief¬ 
ly. Although the Cardston— 
Lethbridge hud been cancelled as 
a main higliwuy, ho still had hopes 
that it would eventually be made 
a main road.

Early phiating meaun mot'e tons 
Mild a higher pei'cent of sugar, in 
both of which the beetgrower is 
materially interested. In this 
crop then the object of the growth 
is to secure both tons and sugar 
content; and aince the sugar form¬ 
ation is not perfected until the ab- 
s<»rption of the necessary foo<J from 
the soil has Ihh^u in a large uieas- 
iiro conipletod, as much time as 
|M>ssible should be given to the 
plant to complete its root and leaf 
gr^vcA th, so that iu the latUr end 
of the season the chief work of the 
l>eot will bo to gather sugar 
through its leaves from the air and 
sunshine. 

Wlieii sugar is netting Sri.OO per 
100 lbs, one per cent increase in 
the sugar content of the l>eet 
mrans an increase iu price of 57c 
p*T ton of beets. An increase in 
the sugar content also adds to the 
weight of the beets. 

Early beets as against late ones 
should show at least a two per 
c-'nt higher sugar content and thus 
uiake them worth $1.14 per ton 
>iiore than the late ones. 

It ia important then that ws 
plant our beets early th*t ws may 
enjoy the benefits of more tom— 
mors sugar—mors money.
